One man in critical condition 
after early-morning shooting

One man is in critical condition after 
a shooting in Brampton early Thurs- 
day morning. 

Peel Police report that the incident 
took place just before 4:50 a.m., when 
a 55-year-man had an altercation with 
an unknown suspect near a Tim Hor- 
tons in the West Drive and Queen 
Street East area. 

Both men drove away in separate 


cars, but had another altercation a 
short distance away near Highway 410 
and Clark Boulevard, where the victim 
was shot. 

The victim was able to drive himself 
back to the plaza where the first alter- 
cation occurred and was able to seek 
help from several officers who were in 
the area. 

He was taken a trauma centre witha 


life-threatening abdominal injury. 

Police are searching for the suspect, 
who is described as a black male with 
a thin build and a white tracksuit, who 
fled the scene in a black Nissan. 

It's too early to tell if the suspect and 
the victim knew each other, a source 
with the police said. 

Clark Road was closed from Ruther- 
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Province to fund another 80 beds at Peel hospitals as flu season nears

The provincial govern- 
ment is funding another 80 
beds at Peel's biggest hospi- 
tals as the flu season ap- 
proaches. 

The Ministry of Health 
and Long-Term Care is 
spending money to add six 
additional beds for Bramp- 
ton Civic Hospital, which 
has been criticized in the 
past for long-wait times and 
less-than-stellar care. 

It's also adding 72 beds for 
Trillium Health Partners, 
which operates the Credit 
Valley and Mississauga hos- 
pitals in the city and the 
nearby Queensway hospital 
along the Etobicoke. 

The investments are part 
of a $140-million commit- 
ment for the health system 
to make 2,000 more hospi- 
tal beds available and en- 
hance home care services 
across Ontario.. About $100 


million i is ee for 
hospitals to address wait 
times and $40 million for 
home care services. 

“Our government is taking 
action to ensure people 
across Ontario have access 
to the care they need, when 
and where they need it," 


Health Minister Eric 
Hoskins said this week. "By 
investing in hospitals, com- 
munity care and home care, 
we are reducing wait times 
and improving access to 
health care services across 
our health system’s entire- 
continuum of care.” 


A list provided by 
Hoskins' ministry said the 
government is also adding 
15 short-term transitional 
care beds for Peel seniors in 
Malton and another 75 beds 
for seniors in south Etobi- 
coke, Mississauga, Halton 
Hills, Oakville, and Milton. 

Brampton Civic Hospital 
is funded for 608 beds but 
has come under fire from 
patients groups and politi- 
cians for its overcrowding. 

Some former nurses who 
worked at the Civic have 
told Peel Daily News that 
poor organization and 
cliques within the hospital's 
front-line staff have con- 
tributed to disarray in vari- 
ous departments. 

Last month, provincial 
NDP leader Andrea Hor- 
wath visited the hospital 
and held a news conference 
to reveal that from January 


to May of this year, the hos- 
pital operated at more than 
100 per cent acute bed ca- 
pacity. She said that during 
some months, it hit 109 per 
cent. 

Accompanying Horwath 
were several patients who 
complained they spent sev- 
eral days on gurneys in the 
hospital's hallways waiting 
for a bed to open up. 

“Too many Bramptonians 
know firsthand that the day 
Brampton Civic Hospital 
opened, it was already over- 
crowded,” said Horwath. 

“Can you imagine if it was 
your child in the waiting 
room for hours or your 
mom laying in a hallway be- 
cause there are no rooms 
left? Kathleen Wynne has 
turned her back on patients 
and the front line health 
care workers that treat 
them. The cuts have gone 


too far, in Brampton and 
across the province.” 

Brendan Carr, the new 
president and CEO of the 
William Osler Health Sys- 
tem - Brampton Civic's par- 
ent - said "it's clear that this 
organization is deeply com- 
mitted to providing excep- 
tional care to those we serve 
and fulfilling our vision, pa- 
tient-inspired health care 
without boundaries." 

"Having worked in health 
care for over 25 years, most 
recently as the president 
and CEO of Vancouver Is- 
land Health Authority in 
British Columbia, as a sen- 
ior leader in hospitals and 
health care organizations on 
Canada’s East and West 
coasts, and as a physician in 
emergency medicine, I am 
passionate about the patient 
experience and the delivery 
of safe, quality care." 


Mississauga Board of Trade says "uncertainty looms" in the economy

Finance Minister Bill 
Morneau has forecast rosy 
economic growth over the 
next year, but Mississauga's 
top business lobby warns 
that "uncertainty looms" in 
the economy. 

In his fall economic state- 
ment, Morneau projected 
growth of 3.1 per cent this 
year - best in the G7 - and 
up sharply from the two per 
cent forecast in the March 
budget. However, the econ- 
omy is expected to slow to 
2.1 per cent growth in 2018; 
and 1.6 per cent in 2019, an 
election year. 

“Mississauga businesses 
are doing their part to sup 
ort a stronger Canadian 


economy," said David Woj- 
cik, president of the Missis- 
sauga Board of Trade. 
which represents 1,500 
businesses in the city. 

"But uncertainty looms 
and government tax and 
regulatory decisions weigh 
heavy," he said in a state- 
ment to Peel Daily News, 
calling for a federal review 
of taxes on business. 

"With the right measures, 
such as an overall tax re- 
view, we can provide a 
more competitive environ- 
ment to our businesses. 
And when businesses suc- 
ceed, they contribute more 
tax revenue to measures 
like the Canada child bene- 
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fit, or to reducing our 
deficit, and that helps all 
Canadians." 

In his fall economic state- 
ment, Morneau said the 
strong growth had helped 
boost Ottawa's revenues by 
$8.9 billion, allowing this

year's projected deficit to 
fall to $19.9 billion. In 
2018-2019 he forecast red 
ink of $18.6 billion and the 
year after that about $17.3 
billion. 

The statement shows that 
Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau, once pilloried for 
saying budgets balance 
themselves, has no plan to 
get out of red ink. 

However, the govern- 
ment will commit billions 
of dollars in new spending, 
including $5.6 billion on 
the Canada Child Benefit 
program over five years and 
$500 million annually to 
the Working Income Tax 
Benefit, a tax credit claimed

by 1.4 million low-income 
workers. 

Morneau also cited the 
government's plan to cut 
the small business tax rate 
from 10.5 per cent to nine 
per cent by 2019, which will 
pump $2.9 billion into the 
pockets of business owners 
over five years. The Missis- 
sauga board said the tax cut 
will help | provide a small 
business with up to $7,500 
in federal corporate tax sav- 
ings a year to reinvest in 
and grow their business. 

About 97 per cent of Mis- 
sissauga's 86,000 compa- 
nies are small businesses, 
mom-and-pop stores and 
independent operators. 


While the finance minis- 
ter cut the deficit for this 
year, he did not outline any 
plan to balance the books 
or pay down the debt - a key 
demand of the business 
community. 

“Greater economic 
growth and a lower deficit 
are good news for all Cana- 
dians," said Perrin Beatty, 
president and CEO of the 
Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce. 

"It is especially encourag- 
ing for the businesses that 
are carrying our economy 
forward, often with great 
risk and little reward." 
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Mississauga could benefit as province buys a third of 
goods and services from small business

Small business is big 
business for Mississauga's 
economy and the city 
could benefit from the 
province's plans to source 
up to a third of the goods 
and services the provincial 
government buys to sup- 
port the sector. 

Peter Jones, a provincial 
investment official, told a 
panel of of industry and 
oe experts Tues- 

ay evening that newly re- 
leased figures show that 33 
per cent of the govern- 
ment's pee 
spending will be diverted 
to small- and medium- 
sized businesses by 2020. 

That will make Missis- 
sauga and its 88,000 com- 
panies - 97 per cent of 
which are small businesses 
- uniquely positioned for 
future growth and invest- 
ment opportunities. 

"In many ways, (this) is a 
favorable environment for 
direct foreign investment," 
said Jones. 

He works for the the On- 
taio Investment Office, a 
provincial agency set up to 
secure increased invest- 
ment in key sectors like 
automotive, technology, 
cleantech while strength 
ening the overall competi- 


tiveness of Ontario firms. 

Susan Loveless, a con- 
sultant with the Missis- 
sauga Business 
Entrepreneur Centre, 
called small copanies "the 
backbone of Mississauga" 
as she oe to a packed 
house of more than 300 
business owners during a 
Small Business Forum at 
the Civic Centre. 

Loveless and Jones were 
two of several speakers 
who told the audience 
about local programs, 
grants and services avail- 
able to all small business 
owners and _ entrepre- 
neurs. 

Many small businesses 
face tough time because of 
rising taxes, costs and cut- 
throat competition from 
big companies. Many also 
find it hard raising money 
from banks and other 
lenders or investors to 
grow and prosper. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
tolf the forum all levels of 
government have a re- 
sponsibility to help small 
business owners. 

"I understand the risk 
and hard work that goes 
into launching a business 
in this market," she said, 
pointing to a study that 


says more than $10 billion 
in productivity costs could 
be lost over the next 
decade. She stressed that 
it's imperative to find and 
cultivate new businesses 
and talent in the city. 

Crombie made economic 
development a key part of 
her successful 2014 cam- 
paign to succeed Hazel 
McCallion as mayor. Since 
then she has been on trade 
missions to South America 
and twice to Japan - the 
latest just last month - ina 
bid to lure new invest- 
ments for the city. 

Many new investments 
have become the engine of 
growth for Mississauga's 
economy, which has a city- 
wide GDP of more than 
$36 billion and a local job- 
less rate of 6.4 per cent, 
with strong growth in real 
estate, pharma, advanced 
manufacturing and finan- 
cial services sectors, 

Last week, Brazilian 
ode maker BioLab offi- 
cially opened a new 
13,000-square-foot _re- 
search and development 
office in the Airport Cor- 
porate Centre, a business 
park just south of Pearson 
Airport that's home to 
many blue-chip — sub- 


sidiaries of Fortune 500 
U.S. multinationals. 

The project stemmed 
from a 2015 investment 
ie by Crombie and city 
officials to Brazil. 

The mayor noted the $56 
million investment will 
create 40 new high-skilled 
research jobs and add 
about $45,000 in new 
taxes for city coffers, "pro- 
viding important funding 
that will go toward the 
a public services we 
all rely on and to kee 
pr erty taxes low an 

uild job-creating infra- 
structure." 

Earlier, Japanese-owned 
MHI Canada Aerospace 
expanded its Malton air- 
craft components plant 
with a $36 million invest- 
ment that will create about 


80 jobs at the 750-worker 
factory.The company is a 
unit of Japan's Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries and the 
Mississauga plant is the 
only one the Mitsubishi 
aircraft group operates 
outside Japan. 

Last month's Japan tri 
for Crombie also helpe 
cement a major new aero- 
space investment from 
Japan's Tohmei Industries 
for Mississauga, adding to 
the aerospace cluster of 
more than 300 companies 
and 27,000 workers, many 
near Pearson Airport. 

Meanwhile, a big Japan- 
ese hotel operator, Toyoko 
Inn Co., is also looking to 
expand its chain of no- 
frills business hotels to the 
Peel city. 


Project to illuminate Port Credit Lighthouse gets city cash

Port Credit’s iconic light- 
house will soon be strutting 
its stuff in coloured lights 
thanks to a “shot in the 
arm” courtesy of Missis- 
sauga taxpayers. 

The City which owns the 
more than century-old 
structure, has voted to chip 
in $6,000 to help cover the 
cost of the Port Credit 
Lighthouse lighting project. 

“Tt adds some colour and 
some fun to Port Credit,” 
said Karen Priest of Dia- 
mond Marketing, a local 
PR firm. 

Wednesday’s unanimous 
council vote approving the 
donation was the culmina- 
tion of a year spent volun- 
teering her time to help 
bring the $41,000.00 proj- 


ect to fruition. 

“We've got an opportu- 
nity to take that lighthouse 
and do what the CN Tower 
did in Toronto,” she told 
Peel Daily News. The light- 
house can be lit up, “when 
you've got a historical event 
you want to celebrate, a 
local festival, or any other 
milestone. Christmas 
would be red and green, 
Halloween would be or- 
ange, Thanksgiving would 
be orange, and St. Patrick’s 
Day would be green,” she 
said. 

“We would tie it in to the 
festivals we have here like 
Canada Day, we could 
make it red and White. 
Mardi Gras for Southside 
Shuffle, the Mississauga 


Waterfront Festival would 
be in multi-coloured,” 
Priest said. 

The project has been the 
focus of several meetings 
looking at the best way to 
animate the lighthouse. 
LED lighting was touted as 
being effective at other 
sites including the CN 
Tower. A presentation to 
council featured photos of 
what the final display 
might look like though 
Priest noted those were just 
atest run. 

Other financial contribu- 
tors to the project include 
Port Credit’s Business Im- 
provement Area, Port 
Credit Community Foun- 
dation, West Village Part- 
ners and Birnie Electric,

which has volunteered to 
do the installation work. 

The main expense would 
be the fixtures valued at al- 
most $27,500.00. 

The current structure was 
built in 1991 at the mouth 
of the Credit River to re- 
place the old lighthouse de- 
stroyed in a fire in 1936. 

Besides being a much- 
photographed tourist at- 
traction, the structure is 
intended to serve as stand- 
ing tribute to Port Credit’s 
marine heritage. Its beam 
can be visible from 15 miles 
out on Lake Ontario. 

The deck offers an excel- 
lent view of the Credit 
River, the harbour and the 
village of Port Credit. 

The lighting could one 


day have revenue-generat- 
ing possibilities for the city 
if it opts to use the struc- 
ture as an advertising vehi- 
cle. 

Priest says she does not 
favour that use for the time 
being “but it’s one of those 
things where the city would 
have to say ‘do I want to 
open up the floodgates to 
that kind of activity? Do we 
really want to keep it as a 
tourist attraction and just 
recognize historical events 
and festivals? At this stage, 
I like the way it is.” 

The preparation work is 
due to start in mid-Novem- 
ber and completed in time 
for its launch at the Christ- 
mas at the lighthouse event 
Dec. 2. 
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Hard financial decisions need to be made, 
warns legislature budget watchdog

ve always taught my 
[= millennial daugh- 

ters to be hard headed 
when it comes to finances— 
to be sustainable, avoid big 
debts, be prepared for prob- 
lems and take the long-term 
view. 

They usually look at me 
amusedly when I wax on 
about these things and then 
brush me off gently as a 
Finance worry-wart. 

I concede to them that I 
worry about their financial 
future. And I try to insist 
they must be prepared for 
what's going to happen as 
Ontario is forced to come to 
grips with the mountain of 
debt governments have 
piled on the backs of citizens 
over the last two decades. 

The Queen’s Park finan- 
cial watchdog that looks at 
these things seems to agree 
with me. 

In a recent report, the 
Financial Accountability Of- 
fice warned that failure to 
start paying off the debt 
soon will saddle younger 
Ontarians with huge tax 
hikes and other costs to pay

Finance Minister Bill Morneau 
delivered some good news 
in his fall economic update 
Tuesday, promising a hike 
in child benefits, a cut in 
small business taxes and 
scaling back some tax 
measures that had outraged 
many businesses in Peel 
and across the country. 

The embattled finance 
minister told the Commons 
the Liberal government will 
raise child benefits paid to 
middle class families by 
$200 and even more in the 
next few years. He also 
promised a hike in tax 
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it down in later decades, 
especially as health costs 
soar when baby boomers age. 

The group's long-term 
budget outlook predicts the 
debt will continue to soar 
unless governments boost 
revenue, likely through tax 
hikes, or a cut in spending. 
The latest Ontario budget 
noted the current accumu- 
lated debt is $312 billion 
and will hit $336 billion ina 
couple of years, nearly 
$24,000 for every Ontarian. 

“Tf these difficult fiscal 
adjustments are postponed, 
the burden of stabilizing 
Ontario’s public finances 
would be increasingly— and 
arguably unfairly— shifted 
from the baby boom gener- 
ation to younger Ontari- 
ans,” the budget watchdog’s 
chief economist, David 
West, told a Queen’s Park 
news briefing. 

“Boomers will begin pass- 
ing away in the coming 
years, and by the 2030s and 
2040s, when Ontario has a 
significant problem, it'll be 
young Ontarians today and 
future Ontarians that'll be 
left to shoulder the burden.” 

Those are sobering words. 
But West’s report also 
warns that just simply bal-

ancing the books as Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa did 
this year for the first time in 
a decade is not enough. The 
provincial government’s 
goal of cutting the debt-to- 
GDP ratio of 27 per cent by 
2029-30 from more than 40 
per cent today can't be 
achieved without major 
budget policy changes. 

Left alone, the debt-to- 
GDP ratio will soar to 63 per 
cent by mid-century and 
debt interest payments that 
now eat up nine cents of 
every dollar taken in will 
soar to 22 cents by 2050. 
Rough calculations show 
that could mean up to $40 
billion or more in annual 
payments on the debt - 
money that can't be used on 


health care, education or 
government services. 
“Convincing Ontarians of 
the need for immediate 
fiscal restraint of this mag- 
nitude would be challenging 
for any Ontario govern- 
ment,” the report says. 
“Since the demographic 
pressures on the budget will 
not intensify until the mid- 
2020s, it will be tempting 
for governments to ignore 
or postpone the needed ad- 
justments to fiscal policy.” 
“However, if the province 
delays raising revenue or re- 
ducing spending, Ontario’s 
net debt will continue to 
accumulate, making it cost- 
lier to meet the province’s 
future fiscal targets. Impor- 
tantly, if the needed fiscal 


adjustments are postponed, 
the burden of stabilizing 
Ontario’s public finances 
would be _ increasingly 
shifted from the baby 
boom generation to younger 
Ontarians.” 

The report should be 
mandatory reading for all 
Ontarians as we set our 
sights on the coming 
provincial election June 7. 

As I have argued in this 
column before, we must 
force our politicians to out- 
line an aggressive budget 
plan to deal with our bal- 
looning debt. We don’t need 
a passive plan like Sousa’s, 
which relies on rosy eco- 
nomic growth projections 
for the next decade but does 
nothing to pay off what we 
owe. The Liberals, Tories 
and New Democrats must 
be pressed by voters to out- 
line realistic plans to pay 
back debt. 

Ontarians may not like 
those ideas. Many will be 
unpopular and it’s hard to 
preach restraint to a public 
used to years of government 
largesse. 

But the election campaign 
is a good time to debate 
what needs to be done to get 
our finances in order. Do we 


look at means testing 
all government services, 
pensions and_ other 
programs, or end 
bailouts and subsidies to 
businesses? Can we have 
a mature discussion 
about paring the size of 
the public sector work- 
force, currently 1.1 
million strong, over the 
next decade? 

Should broad sales of 
government assets be 
considered, even if it 
means shrinking the size 
of government over 
time? How about impos- 
ing one-time taxes to be 
used exclusively to pay 
off debt? And most im- 
portantly, how can we 
find ways to get major 
health savings so the 
money can be redirected 
into frontline care? 

These are the kinds of 
topics I routinely discuss 
with my daughters even 
if they continue to 
think [Pm a Finance 
wotrry-wart.

benefits for the working 
poor and other benefits for 
the middle class. 

For entrepreneurs and 
small companies he cut the 
small business corporate tax 
rate to nine per cent from 
the current 10.5 per cent 
and his planned tax changes 
will bring more fairness to 


the system. 
He also predicted that 
recent strong economic 


growth— the best in the 
G7— will help shrink this 
year’s deficit forecast in the 
March budget at $28.5 
billion for 2017-18 to about 


$20 billion, an improve- 
ment of $8.5 billion. 

“Middle class Canadians 
expect their government 
and the economy to work 
for them and not the other 
way around,” Morneau said 
in a speech to the Com- 
mons. “We came to office 
knowing that growing the 
middle class is a way to 
grow the economy. We're 
investing in ourselves and 
our future.” 

Morneau’s fall economic 
statement also promised 
nearly $15 billion in fresh 
spending over the next five 


years beyond what was set 
out in its March budget. The 
statement said the strong 
economy should provide 
another $47 billion for its 
bottom line over the next 
five years. 

The fall economic state- 
ment was as much a 
political document as an 
economic one and was 
aimed at resetting the dial 
after several months when 
the government was on the 
defensive over an earlier 
"tax fairness" plan critics 
called a tax grab by a spend- 
ing-addicted government.

The Mississauga and 
Brampton boards of trade, 
and business groups from 
across the country lobbied 
hard against those ideas, 
forcing Morneau to modify 
some of his planned 
changes. The move is wel- 
comed by Mississauga’s 
86,000 businesses, 97 per 
cent of whom are small 
operators. 

The minister decided not 
to mess with rules on capital 
gains, but is going ahead 
with changes to small busi- 
ness. taxation, including 
sharing business income 
with family members and 


the use of private corpora- 
tions to save tax. 

“While CFIB notes impor- 
tant progress in improving 
proposed tax changes for 
small firms, our members 
continue to have major con- 
cerns with the revised rules 
for income sprinkling and 
passive income,” said Dan 
Kelly, president of the small 
business group. 

“Tt is critical that govern- 
ment share details of the 
proposals and build in an 
additional period for review 
and consultation to ensure 
there are no unintended 
consequences.” 
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LRT costs expected to rise by $26 million for Mississauga

The City of Mississauga will 
pay more than $26 million 
in new costs for the 


Hurontario Light Rail 
Transit project. 
Mississauga’s senior 


transportation officer told 
council’s general committee 
Wednesday (Oct. 18) the 
city plans to use the LRT 
project to replace and 
upgrade parts of the storm 
water infrastructure, re- 
vamp the power supply at 
65 road intersections and 
upgrade transit message 
boards at the LRT stops. 

Those projects will be 
carried out by the contractor 
hired to build the LRT and 
will cost the city $26.3 
million— money that will 
be added to the 2018- 
2027 capital budget and 
forecast. 

In addition, council plans 
to provide Metrolinx, the 
provincial transit operator, 
with an exemption from 
local noise bylaws and will 
schedule road closures in 
Port Credit and elsewhere 
as the project is built over 
the next five years. 

“City staff worked on 
details for the procurement 
process such as a request 
from Metrolinx for an ex- 
emption to the city’s noise 
control bylaw for timely and 
cost— efficient construction 
of the project,” Geoff 
Wright, commissioner of 
transportation and works, 
told the committee. 

“We have also identified 
the opportunity to repair 
and upgrade city infrastruc- 
ture during the construction 
of the LRT to be included in 
the procurement and are 
continuing to compile infor- 
mation on potential operat- 
ing and maintenance costs. 
Much of this information is 
dependent on the procure- 
ment process and will be 
part of ongoing discussions 
with Metrolinx and future 
agreements.” 

The $1.4 billion 
Hurontario LRT project 
includes about 20 kilome- 
tres of new dedicated rapid 
transit between the Port 
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Credit GO Station in Missis- 
sauga and Gateway Termi- 
nal in southern Brampton, 
with 22 stops and connec- 
tions to GO Transit’s Milton 
and Lakeshore West lines. 

The LRT is one of the 
biggest infrastructure proj- 
ects in Peel’s history and is 
expected to spur office, 
condo and retail develop- 
ment along the route. 

Though the province will 
kick in $1.4 billion to build 
the LRT, it will also boost 
costs for the city, mainly 
for infrastructure and non- 
basic improvements to 
the stations. 

The Ministry of Trans- 
portation released a 
Request for Proposals in 
August to design, build, 
finance, operate and main- 
tain the new LRT line. 

The winning bid will come 
from three preferred bid- 
ders, which include Euro- 
pean and Japanese 
multinationals as well as 
local builders, including 
Mississauga’s Bird Con- 
struction. 

Under the RFP, the three 


private sector teams— made 
up of bankers, designers 
and builders— shortlisted 
for the Hurontario LRT 
project will submit their 
proposals to Infrastructure 
Ontario and Metrolinx later 
this year. The contract is 
slated to be awarded in 
2018 and_ construction

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Aecon bought by Chinese firm for $1.51 billion 


Toronto builder Aecon 
Group Inc., whose Missis- 
sauga-based utilities unit 
employs 1,000 people, has 
struck a deal to be acquired 
by a giant Chinese construc- 
tion company for about 
$1.51 billion. 

Aecon said Thursday that 
CCCC International Hold- 
ing Ltd. will pay $20.37 a 
share for Aecon, 42 per cent 
more than where the stock 
traded in late August before 
the company put itself up 
for sale. 


Aecon said its board of di- 
rectors has unanimously 
recommended the sale to 
shareholders. The deal must 
still be approved by compe- 
tition and foreign invest- 
ment regulators in Ottawa. 

CCCC is the overseas in- 
vestment and financing arm 
of China Communications 
Construction Co. Ltd., one 
of the world's largest engi- 
neering and construction 
companies, with core busi- 
nesses in infrastructure like 
ports. roads, rail and

bridges, as well as construc- 
tion, infrastructure design 
and dredging. 

The Chinese company has 
more than 118,000 employ- 
ees, including 48,000 for- 
eign employees - including 
major subsidiaries in Aus- 
tralia and Texas - and has 
annual revenues of about 
$70 billion. 

It is publicly traded on the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai 
stock markets. 

"We believe this is a very 
positive outcome for Aecon 
and our key stakeholders," 
said Brian Tobin, the former 
Newfoundland premier who 
is Aecon's chairman. 

"This transaction is the re- 
sult of an active and diligent 
sale process that has en- 
abled us to select an out- 
standing partner and create 
significant shareholder 


value." 

Lu Jianzhong, president 
of CCCI, called the friendly 
takeover deal an "excellent 
fit" for both companies. 

"Aecon has a strong man- 
agement team and a very 
impressive track record that 
have made it a leading con- 
struction company in 
Canada and a pioneer in 
public private partnerships 
and concession operations," 
he said. 

"It will now gain access to 
significant capital, comple- 
mentary infrastructure ex- 
pertise and an international 
network to support its 
growth ambitions.” 

Aecon Group is Canada’s 
largest publicly traded con- 
struction company, provid- 
ing services to private and 
public sector clients in in- 
frastructure, energy, and 


mining. 

The 140-year-old com- 
pany employs 12,000 peo- 
ple across the country. 

That includes 1,000 at its 
Mississauga-based Aecon 
Utilities division. The unit is 
based on Sladeview Cresc. 
and builds gas pipelines, 
fibre-optic networks, 
telecommunications _ sys- 
tems, power distribution 
networks and sewers and 
water projects. 

Aecon has worked for Bell 
Canada to help develop its 
fibre-optic network and 
wireless systems and also 
built the telecom giant's 
new corporate head office in 
Mississauga. 

In another development 
Thursday, Aecon reported 
its profits fell on lower rev- 
enues in the third quarter. 

The company said it 


earned $24.6 million for the 
three months ended Sept. 
30, down from $27.4 mil- 
lion last year. Revenue 
dropped to $760 million 
from $838 million in the 
third quarter of 2016. 

"Third quarter results il- 
lustrate the stability pro- 
vided by Aecon's diversified 
business model," said John 
Beck, president and CEO. 

"While 2017 has_pre- 
sented challenges with con- 
tinued soft commodity and 
oil markets creating less op- 
portunity in those areas, 
Aecon's strength in other 
sectors and significant long- 
term backlog, positions us 
well for 2018 and beyond." 

In trading on the TSX, 
Aecon shares jumped more 
than 17 per cent, or $2.85, 
to $19.37.

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Commercial real estate poised for record year, says Morguard report

A third-quarter economic 
assessment by one of Mis- 
sissauga's biggest property 
companies points to a 
record year for Canadian 
commercial real estate in- 
vestments. 

A research report issued 
Thursday by Morguard 
Corp, showed purchases of 
factories, malls offices and 
apartment buildings contin- 
ued at a robust pace in the 
July-September period and 
looks set to hit a record by 
the end of the year. 


"Investors are continuing 
to exhibit confidence in 
Canadian commercial real 
estate, with projected sales 
for 2017 surpassing 2016 
levels," said Keith Reading, 
research director at 
Morguard, a big property 
owner based on City Centre 
Dr. near the Square One 
shopping centre.. 

"With several significant 
transactions during the 
third quarter and a number 
of high-profile, high-inter- 
est properties expected to 


sell before the end of the 
year, we are looking at a 
record year for real estate 
investment in this country." 
Canada's office sector 
paved the way in the third 
quarter with nearly $1.8 bil- 
lion in sales, led by the par- 
tial sale of Scotia Bank Plaza 
in downtown Toronto for 
$681.5 million and the sale 
of Ottawa's Constitution 
Square for $480.6 million. 
Sales of industrial proper- 
ties brought in $369 mil- 
lion, with the biggest deal 


the $101-million purchase 
by Pure Industrial REIT of a 
factory at 100 Sandalwood 
Parkway in Brampton in 
August. 

About $128 million worth 
of shopping malls and $400 
million of residential prop- 
erties changed hands, in- 
cluding the purchase of the 
Redwood Brampton apart- 
ment buildings by Realstar 
Management for $122 mil- 
lion. 

The Morguard report said 
while downtown Toronto 


and Vancouver properties 
continue to generate the 
most intense bidding, in- 
vestors are finding value in 
markets outside the down- 
town cores. 

"With demand for proper- 
ties in the downtown urban 
centres far outstripping 
supply, investors are ex- 
tending their reach into the 
surrounding markets like 
the GTA and Greater Van- 
couver," added Reading. 

"Even Alberta, which is 
still feeling the effects of the 


oil downturn, is seeing sig- 
nificant speculative invest- 
ment in the industrial 
sector, a sign of the market's 
confidence in the long-term 
health of the real estate 
market." 

Morguard, controlled by 
CEO Rai Sahi, has extensive 
retail, office, industrial and 
hotel holdings owned di- 
rectly, or through its invest- 
ment in Morguard REIT. 
Together the company's 
property portfolio has a vale 
of about $22 billion.

Explained 


Raptors 905 _ begin 
training camp at the 
Mississauga SportZone 
last week, the first step 
of a new season as they 
look to repeat as G- 
League Champions. 

The nature of the G- 
League means that 
there aren’t many 

ieces returning 

rom that championship 

roster, but head coach 
Jerry Stackhouse and 
company will have a few 
familiar names and some 
exciting new ones battling 
for roster spots over the 
next 10 days. 

How the roster has been 
constructed to this point is 
a fun adventure through 
the oddities and intricacies 
of G-League life, both for 
payers and staff. What fol- 

ows is a look at how Rap- 
tors 905 have assembled 
this group for camp. 

NBA teams can assign 
any player within his first 
three years in the league to 
the G-League an unlimited 
number of times. 

Players with more expe- 
rience than that have to 
consent to an assignment 
(as does the players 
union). 

Teams can assign up to 
three players at a time, 
which expands the G- 
League’s teams maximum 
roster size (so instead of 12 
players, they can have 15 if 
three players are on as- 
signment). 

Over the past two years, 
the Raptors have assigned 
players more frequently 
than any other NBA team, 
doing so 127 times. 

The following Raptors 
are eligible for assignment 
to Raptors 905 once the G- 
League season begins: Al- 
fonzo McKinnie, OG

Anunoby, Pascal Siakam, 
Jakob Poeltl, Fred Van- 
Vleet, Delon Wright, Nor- 
man Powell. 

Beginning this season, 
every NBA team was given 
two additional roster spots 
for two-way players, play- 
ers who can spend time in 
both the NBA and G- 
League. 

This allows NBA organi- 
zations to continue putting 
an emphasis on player de- 
velopment and affords 
players the chance to see 
NBA time and earn a more 
competitive salary than G- 
League players have in the 
past. 

Now that G-League 
camps have opened, two- 
way players can only 
spend 45 days on the NBA 
roster from here until the 
conclusion of the G- 
League regular season, so 
they'll be in the G-League 
for at least 108 days during 
the season. 

How, exactly, the 905 
and other teams will uti- 
lize these NBA days and 
handle the two-way play- 
ers remains a mystery, and 
a few different approaches 
could make sense as team 
situations develop.

Paul Henderson was born 
on Jan. 28, 1943 in Kincar- 
dine.

When he was 15 years old 
he scored 18 goals in one 
game - in the playoffs!!

Henderson _ established 
himself as a full time NHL 
player in the 1964-65 sea- 
son. In his first year as a full 
time player he scored 8 
goals and had 21 points; he 
was used primarily for de- 
fensive and penalty killing 
purposes. 

In 1972, Henderson suited 
up for team Canada in the 
Summit Series. (Canada Vs. 
Russia). 

He scored seven goals in 


the tournament with one of 
them possibly being the 
biggest goal in Canadian 
hockey history; a game and 
series winner! He scored 
with 34 seconds left in the 
third period of the series 
final game to put Canada up 


6-5. Henderson was an easy 
choice to be inducted into 
the Mississauga Sports Hall 
Of Fame; a national here in 
1972 and after a great career 
in the NHL. He was in- 
ducted in 1981.

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Region Launches Continuous Improvement Program 


The Region of Peel re- 
mains committed to deliv- 
ering efficient, high quality 
services that provide value 
for our residents. This 
commitment ensures that 
the Region remains inno- 
vative to improve commu- 
nity outcomes. 

The Region developed a 
Continuous Improvement 
Program to ensure client 
needs and user experiences 
are the focus of improve- 
ment initiatives. 

The program ensures 
services are delivered effec- 
tively reduces the need for 
increased taxes on resi- 
dents and businesses in 
Peel, said chief financial of- 
ficer Stephen VanOfwegen. 

“There has been a cumu- 
lative cost savings and cost 


avoidance totalling $198 
million for tax supported 
programs and over $74 
million for the utility rate 
supported programs. We 
are continually looking for 
ways to eliminate waste, 
optimize value for the tax- 
payer and improve our 
community outcomes 
through a robust continu- 
ous improvement pro- 
gram.” 

Over the past 18 months, 
20 improvement initiatives 
were completed — with cost 
savings of over $3.6 million 
and cost avoidance of $4.2 
million. Some of the initia- 
tives completed include: 

- Increasing the number 
of children screened for re- 
quired dental care by 76 
per cent (10,430 children) 


- Improving communica- 
tions for Income Support 
and Housing Support 
clients regarding closures, 
major events and appoint- 
ment reminders 

- Procuring 3rd_ party 
service delivery for 211 
services which generated a 
cost avoidance for the Re- 
gion of $389,000 

- Reduced energy con- 
sumption and reducing 
hydro fees which resulted 
in cost savings of $2.8 mil- 
lion annually 

The financial benefits 
achieved from the Contin- 
uous Improvement Pro- 
gram will be reflected in 
the 2018 budget report to 
Council on Nov. 2.

Olive Grove Elementary 
School took home a prize for 
raising enough food for 
2,789 meals, while Philip 
Pocock Secondary School 
took home honors for the 
third year in a row with 
2,843 meals raised. 

BDO Canada LLP’s Mis- 
sissauga branch took home 
the corporate prize, with 
16,095 meals raised for the 
community. 

Nearly twice as much 
money was donated this year 
versus the 2016 challenge, 
and the amount of food raised 
exceeded expectations by 
more than 45,000 pounds. 

The food bank said they 
still need critical items for 


the holiday season, including 
canned meat and fish, canned 
vegetables and beans. 

“We ran out of food this 
summer, so this drive was key 
to the community,” said MFB 
executive director Chris Hatch. 

Staff at the food bank said 
that the drive directly aids 
the 15% of residents in the 
city who are at or below the 
poverty line. 

“(Residents in poverty) 
want to do the best for their 
families,” said development 
director Meghan Nicholls. 

“That’s where the food 
bank comes in.”

"this is a great day for the young people of our com- 
munity,” enthused Brampton Regional Councillor Gael 
Myles. At the time, Myles was the co-chair of Peel 
Youth Violence Prevention Steering Committee. 

Ten years ago on Octoher 25, 200/, an exceptional 
event occurred at Peel Regional Council, that pledged 
a bold standard for a better future for all youth and 
children across Peel. 

On that day, an unusual and unanimous endorse- 
ment was sealed by eleven Peel Region partners across 
all levels of government, public education, policing, 
crime prevention and human services. 

All partes agreed to support and enact a trifecta of 
youth-focused documents: the Peel Youth Charter, the 
Peel Children's Rights Charter and the Peel Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Strategy. 

the Peel Youth Charter states: "By signing this Char- 
ter, we are committed to use our best efforts to ensure 
the safety, health, education and future employment 
of Peel's youth.” 

In presenting the Peel Youth Charter, Peel Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Committee went on the record to say 
the Charter "would be displayed in Regional buildings 
and police stations, and also in every school in the Re- 
gion of Peel, libranes, public libranes and recreation 
centers” 

This year, the 10th anniversary of the Peel Youth 
Charter will be recognized by a “Where is Waldo" 
search for plaque by students in their public schools. 
Students and educators will take time to review the 
Charter in values-based curriculum, and current school 
system initiatives. 

In 2005, the Summer of the Gun spike in gun and 
gang violence, saw headlines in Toronto and increased 
gang activity in Peel. By 2006, Peel egion Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Committee had crafted the first Youth 
Crime Prevention Strategy in the GIA. Local politicians 
were preparing tor platform asks in upcoming election 
cyclaes. 

In March 2007, to coincide with tabling of the On- 
tario government's pre-election budget, the Peel Youth 
Charter grabbed news headlines and photo opportuni- 
thes with community leaders’ endorsements. An 
nndorsement in October 2007 after the Ontario elec- 
tion led to budget funding in 2008 for a number of 
pilot projects. 

In 2017, a5 we recognize the Peel Youth Charter this 
October, ahead of 2018 budget cycles, let us also be 
aware of provincial, municipal and federal elechons on 
the horizon. Let's make sure we each of us recommit 
to use our best efforts to ensure the safety, health, ed- 
ucation and tuture employment of Peel's youth
